SCHOOLS AND CHURCHES. 

Why the Control Between thorn In ths 
South? 

A lessou should lie learned from 
the preachers. In all the Southern 
States the church property is from 
five to b<u times mote valuable than 
the public school property. In many 
towns with four or five comfortable 
church houses built of brick or stone 
or neatly paiuted if budt of wood, 
with staifled glasa windows, and 
furnished with comfortable pews, the 
one public school is au unsightly old 
building frequently a discarded 
church-house uupainted, uuplaster- 
ad, roof out of repair, window panes 
broken, aeated with hard benches 
without hacks, heated by a box stove 
in the middle of the room. In the 
country one frequently sees a neat 
comfortable church built at an expense 
of $1,111X1 or more, and standing by 
it a dilapidated old school house not 
worth tltlt). The good churches are 
all right: the schoolhouaes shwuld M 
iu keeping w ith them The preachers 
aie largely responsible for the keep 
iug of the church houses the teach- 
ers for the care of the achoolhousee.

It Is doubtful whether 
liny water will r.-a.h the tile, since the 
load surface when wet la puddled by 
the traffic, which prevents the water 
MMMMMJJ through the soli, and It la 
certain that in clay or loam the drain 
age thus ohtaiued la of no practical 
value. More than one farmer has tried 
to drain bis luiruyurd by laying tile 
MM the surface, always without up 
MMM effect. 

While a line of tile on one aide of the 
load is usually MMM, there is of 
ton a meat difference as to the aide on 
which it should Is- laid. If one aide of 
tka road is higher than the other, the 
tile should lie on the high aide to In 
lerc.pt the ground water that Is flow 
lug down the slope under the surface. 

The tile should be laid in the bottom 
of the side ditch In-low the frost line. 
Mf ,-oiirse the tile should have a mil 
form grade and a MUM fall and an 
uileipinte outlet. The slxe of the tile 
required will depend upon the length 
of the line and the grude of the ditch, 
but l.s-al Mperience iu farm drainage 
Is likely t„ In- a better guide than any 
MMl statement that can I* made 
Turin, drainage is almost certain to 
MM road drainage iu any particu- 
lar locality. 

The side ditches are to receive the 
water from the MMM of the traveled 
way and should carry It rapidly and 
entirely away from the roadside. They 
UN useful also to Intercept and carry 
off the water that would otherwise 
flow from the side hills upon the road. 
Ordinarily they need not la* deep mid. 
If possible, should have a broad, thir 
lug side toward the truveled way to 
prevent accident if a vehicle should he 
crowded to the extreme side of the 
roadway. The outside bank should Is' 
Mat enough to prevent caving. The 
proper form of ditch Is easily made by 
the usual rond MMM or road grud- 
< r. The side ditch should have a free 
outlet Into some stream, so as to carry 
the water entirely away from the 
road No good road can be obtained 
with side ditches that hold tike water
